Russians Rout 
Rumanians on 
Southern Front 


Germans Reported 
to Be Making 
Little Progress in 
Crimean Sector 


By the Associated Press 
Soviet dispatches reported the rout 


of two German allied Rumanian in- 
fantry brigades in bitter fighting on 
Hie southern front Monday with more 
than 2,500 Rumanians killed. 


The reports said that Scmcon Ti- 


moshenko's armies on the 
central 


front had recaptured 10 more villages 
in a drive from Yelnay to Smolensk. 


Soviet troops were reported to have 


hurled the Germans from 3 lines of 
trenches and crossed the Desna ri- 
ver, advancing on a G mile front. 


Around bcseiged Leningrad in the 


north Soviet front line reports said 
the city's defenders were attacking 
and then driving forward. 


Advices reaching London said Ger- 


man planes were blasting railway anc 
highways on the Crimean Peninsula 
key to control of the Black sea wa- 
ters, but that Nazi troops were mak- 
ing little progress, if any, to cross the 
wide Perlkop Isthmus. 


Behind the gateway to Crimea the 


Russians were declared to be hold- 
ing and wiping out Nazi parachute 
troops and shelling the Germans to 
a standstill.

The Federal commandant at the 


Norfolk 
Navy Yard stood 
at the 


dock and looked sadly at the frigate 
burning in the harbor. She was burn- 
ing on his orders, to prevent her fall- 
ing into the hands of the fast-ap- 
proaching Army of Virginia. He gave 
her one long, last look as she settlec 
low in the water. "Too bad," he 
thought, "it's an unkind end for 
fine frigate like the Merrimac." 


It's not the ---ncl, captain. It's no 


the last you'll hear of the Meri 
mac. 
Her strong hull, pulled up from 


the bottom, will float a Confederat 
ship that will come closer to beat 
ing the United States Navy than an> 
foreign power lias ever come. 


Lt. Brooke of the Confederate State 


Navy jumped up from his draftin 
board. He hurried to his commandin 
officer. "Pardon me, sir," he said ex 
citcdly, "but I've been figuring. Sup- 
pose we covered a ship with iron 
meeting—sheeting strong enough to 
Jeflect the shots of the biggest Fed- 
eral guns. Then we could steam .into 
every Yankee harbor and blast; the 
Teds' navy right out of the water'. ." 


So began the first ironclad vessel 


n American naval history. She could 
not be built just the way LI. Brooke | 
lad conceived her. There were buoy- i 
ancy problems, for one thing. And the 
South had precious little iron to spare. 
So they hauled up the old frigate 
Vlerrimac, which the Feds had set 
afire at Norfolk earlier 
this year 


(1861) to keep her out of Southern 
hands. 


Her hull was in perfect condition. 


Cutting the Merrimac down to the 
watcrline, they built an iron "house" 
on top of her hull. It was a rectangle 
of 4-inch iron sheeting, which sloped 
outward from top to bottom at a 36- 
dcgrce angle. 


It was a gay day for the Confeder- 


acy when they re-christened the old 
Merrimac. They named her Virginia. 
And soon afterwards they sent her 
clown to Hampton Roads, where a 
large concentration of Federal ships 
was stationed on blockade duty.

Early fall is the best time of the 


year to construct a new lawn or to 
re-seed an old one. 


The first requirement is drainage. 


Either the ground must have sufficient 
slope to carry the water away or there 
must be some system of tile drains. 


The second requirement is a good 


foundation. Grass does not grow well 
in a heavy clay or in a thin sandy 
soil. The top soil should be friable, 
which means easily broken up, and at 
least four inches in depth. Six inches 
deep is better. Good topsoil contains 
40 per cent clay loam, 40 per cent 
organic matter and 10 per cent sand. 
Well-rotted manure, peat moss, com- 
post or woods earth and sand may be 
added to make up any deficiency. 


The third requirement is to prepare 


the soil. All weeds, roots and other 
objectional matter must be removed. 
A repuputable 10-6-4 mixture of or- 
ganic fertilizer or its equivalent at the 
rate of 2 pounds for each 100 square 
feet should be incorporated in the 
soil at this time and well watered in.

feet of lawn area, into the top two 
inches of the soil. 


Grubs of the Japanese beetle and 


the June beetle are now in their in- 
fancy and should be destroyed. Lime 
should not be used, unless the soil 
is highly acid. Lime encourages week 
growth. 


The fourth requirement is good seed. 


Buy only from reputable seed stores. 
Heavy grass seed is free of chaff and 
is most economical in the long run. A 
mixture of 60 per cent Kentucky Blue 
grass, 25 per cent Red Top, 10 per cent 
Chewing Fescue and 5 per cent Kent 
wild white clover is recommended. 
Clover may be omitted if desired. 


For the shady lawn use 50 per 


cent Rough-Slalked Meadow Grass, 20 
per cent Fescue, 20 per cent Ken- 
tucky Blue and 10 per cent Rhode 
Island Bent. The soil is raked smooth, 
high spots evened off and depressions 
filled in and then rolled while it is 
dry. Seed is then sown at the rate 
of 1 pound to each 150 square feet 
of lawn area. (Bent grass seed, 
pound to 350 square feet.) 


Scatter, Rake, Roll and Shade 
Sow one-half lengthways and one- 


half across. The seed is then ranked 
in lightly and the soil rolled to press 
the seed in. A light covering of straw 
will afford shade as well as conserve 
moisture and prevent washing of seed 
should heavy rains occur. 


The fifth requirement is constant 


watering. Water well and often to 
keep the young roots from drying 
out. Use a good springier if possible. 
Light sprinkling is harmful as water 
should penetrate at least three inches 
Watering in the sunlight is not wrong; 
if enough water is applied it can be 
done at any time. Water only as long 
as the soil absorbs it. Standing watei 
is harmful—hence drainage. 


Do not mow your new lawn until the 


grass is at least four inches tall 
Mow to about 1% inches, and do not 
allow the lawn to go into the wintei 
with long grass, as the snow mats the 
turf and causes disease. Grass allov/ec 
to go to seed does not spread. Mow 


i frequently and permit the clippings (if 
not long) to return to the soil as veg- 
| etable matter. 


Fall seeding produces a heavy slanc 


of grass. Fall is a dormant period for 
weeds, thus permitting the new g/as.< 
to take possession of every inch. 


Fall is the ideal time to sow your 


lawn, as the soil is warm and mos 
workable. The stored-up heat from the 
summer sun prompts a quick growth

the Virginia started steaming down to 
Hampton Roads, the Monitor left New 
York for the same destination.

Advises Use of 
Arkansas Rice 


Agent Asserts 
Cereal Deserves 
Place in Diet 


Kice, the cereal most widely grown 


in Arkansas, ranks favorably in food 
Value with other cereal grains and 
deserves a prominent place in the 
diet, says Miss Mary Claude Fletch- 
er, county home demonstration agent 


In planning meals to use Arkansas' 


cereal product, 
housewives should 


consider the use of while or polished 
rice, brown or undermilled (unpolish- 
ed) rice, or rice polish, a by-product 
of 
the 
milling industry, since all 


three offer important contributions 
to the diet, according to Miss Mary 


quantity of water or milk and should 
not be washed after being cooked. 


The unpolished rice may be pre- 


pared 
white 


in the same manner 
the 


rice. However, since vitamin 


E. Loughcad of the University ot 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


For housewives unfamiliar 
with 


the use of rice in the diet, the Ex- 
tension specialist in foods and nutri- 
tion offers the following directions 
for rice cookery. 


White rice should be thoroughly 


washed to remove all the loose starch 
before being cooked to prevent the 
rice from sticking together. If a fluf- 
fy product is desired, the rice should 
be cooked in a large quantity of boil- 
ing water, and after cooking, the 
water should be drained off and 
hot water poured through the rice to 
remove loose starch. In cooking white 
rice, however, to retain all the food 
value, it should be cooked in a small 


B is soluble in water, much of the 
vitamin will be lost if it is cooked 
in a large quantity of water and the 
cooking water drained off. It is pre- 
ferable then to cook the unpolished 
rice in just the amount of water or 
milk it will absorb. The white rice 
has lost so much of the vitarnm jn 
the milling process that it isn't a 
dependable source anyway. 


Rice polish, a by-product of the mil- 


ling process, is a grayish like sub- 
stance not so fine as flour. It con. 
tains a good portion of the mineral 
and vitamin content removed in the 
process of making white rice and can 
be used in the diet to replace some 
of the loss. It is recommended thai 
rice polish be used only in cookcc 
products since it contains starch. It 
can be added to cooked cereals, 
breads, cakes and cookies, and 
to 


cream sauces or gravies where tne 
different color is either not notice- 
able or not objectionable. In using it 
in baked products or cooked cereals, 
one-tenth a smuch rice polish as 
flour or cereal will give about the 
same mineral and vitamin content 
as the whole grain cereal. For 
ex- 


ample, in a recipe calling for 2Va CUpS 
flour, add % cup of rice polish. This 
amount can usually be added without 
making any changes in the other in- 


jredients. When using soda whe^ 3$ 
rice polish is used, use only eridugb ,; '" 
to neutralize any acid in soiir ftiilk,J 
or molasses as an excess soda Wi 
destroy vitamin B.

Averill Harriman, lease-lend exped- 
iter, W. H. Harrison has become head 
of the production division of OPM, 
n charge not only of construction 
md shipbuilding, but also boss of 
production, under Knudsen, for ma- 
chine tools, aircraft, ordnance—« $30 
or 540 billion program which may 
;o double that before the show is 
pver. 
That record of Harrison's advancc- 


vtcnt in OPM is Knudsen's best vin- 
dication of his ability as a judge of 
ncn as well as machines, for Har- 
rison has delivered, and with a min- 
imum of fuss and 
feathers. What 


Knudsen picked in this case was an- 
other self-made man who came up 
from the bottom. 


In the 30 years Harrison was with 


the telephone company he has worked 
at nearly every job they 
had—in 


Western Electric, with Bell laborator- 
ies, in the field, as an official of New 
York Telephone Company, as vice 
president of Bell of Pennsylvania. To- 
day ,at 49, lie has New Yorker and 
success stamped all over him, and he 
radiates confidence like an A. T. & 
T. dividend check. He is not quite 
six feet tall, but he's big—not fat, 
just in the pink. He has a magni- 
ficent head of prematurely white hair 
that should be the envy of Paul 
McNutt, and from Harrison's big, 
broad, smiling, ruddy face there shine 
two of the bluest eyes you ever saw. 
That smile of his would disarm a tank. 


VViuits More Than Enough 
But about this defense production 


job he has: 


Harrison is as dissatisfied—no, un- 


satisfied is the word—he's as unsatis- 
fied with what has been done so far 
as anybody could be. It isn't enough 
Notiiing, no matter how big or good 
it is, is enough. "If I were the man

down in Washington, and wondering

At the same time, Harrison wants
